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PACIFICA  DIRECTORS'  AWARDS 

On  this,  our  eleventh  anniversary,  we  are  proud  to  announce  our  Directors'  Awards  for 
Original  Composition  in  Music.  A  sum  of  money  especially  donated  for  this  purpose  by  a 
member  of  the  Beard  of  Directors  of  Pacifica  Foundation  and  supplemented  by  other 
donations  allows  us  to  offer  three  prizes  with  the  assurance  of  well  prepared  performances 
of  music. 

Conditions  of  the  competition  are  simple.  Any  American  composer  regrdless  of  age  or 
professional  status  is  eligible.  Only  chamber  compositions  for  mixed  instrumental  ensembles 
of  from  three  to  eight  performers  will  be  accepted.  The  compositions  should  be  no  shorter 
in  length  than  ten  minutes,  nor  longer  than  twenty  minutes  and  should  not  have  been  pro- 
fessionally performed.  These  conditions  are  designed  to  encourage  composition  for  combina- 
tions of  instruments  more  imaginative  and  colorful  than  the  standard  media.  It  is  hoped 
that  composers  will  want  to  write  that  piece  which  under  other  conditions  might  have 
seemed  impractical.  The  contest  closes  September  30. 

The  judges  for  the  Awards  will  be  three  distinguished  musical  Americans,  Robert  Craft, 
conductor,  Alfred  Frankenstein,  critic,  and  Roger  Sessions,  composer.  Three  prizes  of  $300 
each  will  be  awarded.  These  winning  compositions  and  as  many  other  entries  as  are  judged 
worthy  will  be  performed  in  public  concert  in  Berkeley  and  recorded  for  distribution  to 
KPFK  and  VVBAI. 

Competitions  in  the  arts  are  commonplace  these  days.  But  Pacifica  stands  in  a  unique 
position:  with  its  three  independent  stations  it  can  offer  the  composer,  known  or  unknown, 
a  well-rehearsed  performance  under  near-ideal  conditions,  for  as  discriminating  an  audience 
as  he  could  find.  We  hope  also  to  return  a  courtesy  extended  us  by  a  number  of  foreign 
radio  stations,  and  offer  recordings  of  these  concerts  for  broadcast  abroad.  These  con- 
siderations make  the  Directors'  Awards  in  Music  an  important  event  in  Pacifica  Foundation's 
history.

To  Dvorak's  Requiem  ...  I  could  not  be  made  to  listen  again,  since  the  penalty  of  default 
did  not  exceed  death.  It  is  hard  to  understand  the  frame  of  mind  of  an  artist  who  at  this  time 
of  day  sits  down  to  write  a  Requiem  a  propos  de  bottes.  One  can  fancy  an  undertaker  doing 
it  readily  enough;  he  would  know  as  a  matter  of  business  that  in  music,  as  in  joiners7  work,  you 
can  take  the  poorest  materials  and  set  the  public  gaping  at  them  by  simply  covering  them  with 
black  cloth  and  coffin-nails.  But  why  should  a  musician  condescend  to  speculate  thus  in  sensa- 
tionalism  and  superstition? 

When  I  hear  Dvorak's  wierd  chords  on  muted  cornets  (patent  Margate  Pier  echo  attachment), 
finishing  up  with  a  gruesome  ding  on  the  tam-tam,  I  feel  exactly  as  I  should  if  he  held  up  a 
skull  with  a  lighted  candle  inside  to  awe  me.  When  in  the  Dies  Irae,  he  proceeds  ...  to  turn 
on  organ  pedal  and  drum  to  make  a  huge  mechanical  version  of  the  Rossini  crescendo,  I  pointedly 
and  publicly  turn  up  my  nose,  and  stare  frigidly.  But  the  public,  in  spite  of  Charles  Dickens,  loves 
everything  connected  with  a  funeral  .  .  . 

Dvorak,  mechanically  solemn  and  trivially  genteel,  very  careful  and  elaborate  in  detail,  and  be- 
yond belief  uninspired,  has  .  .  .  cut  all  those  dead  strips  of  notes  into  lengths,  nailed  and  glued 
them  into  a  single  structure,  and  titivated  H  for  the  melancholy  occasion  with  the  latest  mortuary 
orchestral  decorations.  And  then,  the  gravity  with  which  it  is  received  and  criticized  as  a  work 
of  first-rate  importance,  as  if  it  brought  the  air  of  a  cathedral  close  to  it,  and  were  highly 
connected!
